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President’s Report. 


Fathers and Brethren Under the blessing of our loving heavenly Father, 
we have again come to the close of the Synodical year, and we are assembled 
in our Thirty-seventh Annual Convention with many reasons for profound 
thanksgiving to Almighty God. In His providence we have been spared as 
representatives of that Gospel which is for the healing of the nations—the 
power of God unto salvation—and which is to be consolation to those fallen 
under the calamitous incidents of a world full of selfishness and sin. 

During this year of our Lord, when in a World’s Exposition the attention of 
men is so generally directed to the glory of man, it is matter for thanks- 
giving that a host remains to magnify the Lord and rejoice in His works. 

Sipce we parted at St. Joseph a year agotwo of our brethren have spoken their 
final farewell to the world. Rev. A. M. Geiger, D. D., died at Kansas City on 
March 28th, 1904, and Rev. Simon G. Knudten died at the home of his brother 
in Chicago, III., on April 23d, 1904. The former, once so prominent in the 
councils of this Synod, had some years ago retired from the active work of the 
ministry ; the latter had but just begun his life-work, he was only last fal! 
ordained to the office of the holy ministry, and until shortly before his death 
he was pastor of our church at Glasco, Kan., which work he resigned 
because he heard the call to come up higher. Suitable memorials will 
be made in the appointed way. 

I now submit to you the report of the work of the year. It is gratifying to 
notice here that. the changes of the year have been favorable to our work. 
We have on our ministerial roll ten new names. There are fewer vacancies 
than last year, and the work in general is in a more prosperous condition. 


RESIGNATIONS. 


Rev. N. W. Lilly resigned his work at Garnett and Bush City, November 
goth, 1903, and the field has been vacant since that time. 

Rev. Simon G. Knudten resigned at Glasco, Kan., on March 1th, 1904, 
on account of serious illness. 2

there July ist, 1904.

INSTALLATIONS. 


The installation of Rev. Simon G. Knudten as pastor of our church at Glasco, 
Kan., on December 6th, 1903. The President of Synod preached the sermon 
in the English language and performed the installation. Prof. J. L. Neve, 
D. D., of the Western Seminary, preached a German sermon. 

Rev. J. F. Cressler was installed pastor of our church at New Cambria, 
Kan., on January 28th, 1904, by Rev. C. E. Wirick, of Salina, Kan. 

The installation of Rev. J. J. Chambers as pastor of our church at Perth, 
Kan., took place on February ist, 1904. Rev. H. IL. Varger, D. D., 
preached and performed the installation. 

Rev. C. F. Wiest was installed pastor of our church at Hays City, Kan., in 
the newly dedicated church, on Sunday evening, February 28th, 1904. Rev. 
Fuller Bergstresser preached the sermon to the pastor, and Rev. H. I.. 
Yarger, D. D., the sermon to the congregation. 

Rev. Frank Heilman was installed pastor of the Children’s Memoria! 
Church, Kansas City, Mo., July 17th, 1904, by Rev. F. D. Altman, D. D. 
Rev. C. Rollin Sherck, of Soux City, lowa, was also present at the service 
and preached one of the sermons. 

Rev. R. Schimmelpfenning was installed pastor of our church at Glasco, 
Kan., on September 11th, 1904. Rev. C. G. Nielsen preached in the Ger- 
man language, addressing especially the people, and President of Synod 
addressed especially the pastor. 


DEDICATIONS, 


The beautiful new church erected by our a Kan., 
at a cost of $8,000.00, was dedicated February 28th, 1904. Rev. Fuller 
Bergstresser preached the dedicatory sermon, and Rev. H. I. Yarger, D. D., 
assisted in raising the $1,550.00 necessary to meet the debts incurred by 
building. The church was dedicated, with all obligations provided for, and 
the congregation is now worshiping in the most beautiful church in those parts. 

On September 25th, 1904, Trinity Evangelical Lutheran Church, Kansas 
City, Kan., dedicated their newly acquired church property. The structure 
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is of pressed brick, modern in style of architecture, abundant in size, and was 
originally erected at a cost of $12,000.00. The congregation secured the 
building for u little less than one-third of the cost of construction. There 
were present at the dedicatory services: Rev. L. P. Ludden, Rev. H. IL. 
Varger, D. D., Rev. E. E. Stauffer, Rev. J. A. M. Ziegler, D. D., and Mrs. 
Kate Boggs Shaffer, Secretary of the Executive Committee of the Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary General Society, all of whom made addresses. 
This church was organized September 14th, 1902, and in so soon acquiring a 
commodious church property has certainly made remarkable progress. 4 


VACANCIES AND SUPPLIES. 

Garnett and Bush City, Jerico, Minneapolis, Norcatur, and Vinland, 4 
at this time vacant. 

Rev. J. A. Clutz, D. D., retired from the work at Moray, February tst, 
1904, but the church has been regularly supplied from the Western Theo- 
logical Seminary since that time, and the congregation prefers to continue for 
the present, arranging for their own pulpit ministrations through the seminary. 

The Glasco congregation was vacant for seven and one-half months of the 
year. During that time Rev. C. G. Nielsen did much for this church, 
preaching, teaching, confirming a class, holding communion service, and 
aiding the President in securing a pastor. ~ 

The Children’s Memorial Church, Kansas City, Mo., was vacant until June 
15th, 1904, and during the vacancy was cared for mainly by supplies fur- 
nished from the seminary. It is largely due to the energetic efforts of Rev. 
F. D. Altman, D. D., and Rev. H. I. Varger, D. D., that the church was 
not dissolved and thus lost to us. 

Jerico, Garnett, and Vinland are very difficult fields to supply with 
regular preaching service on account of the unpromising nature of the work 
and its present weak condition. It is possible that Garnett and Vinland éan 
be cared for some time to come by Rev. B. F. Pugh, who expects to continue 
his residence at Ottawa for the present. 


COMMUNION AT VACANT CHURCHES. 


By direction of the President, Rev. B. F. Pugh held communion service at 
Garnett on October gth, 1904 ; he was also to visit Vinland on the 16th. 


PARSONAGES. 

St. Paul’s Lutheran congregation at Ottawa, Kan., has recently completed 
the erection of an elegant new parsonage, with modern conveniences, at a cost 
of about $2,200.00, and only $500.00 indebtedness remains to be met in the 
future. 

The Glasco congregation completed the parsonage commenced during the 
last Synodical year and has only $300.00 of indebtedness left at this time. 
One-third of the pastorates of the Synod now have parsonages for their 
pastors. The progress recently made in this direction is very encouraging. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 


Lawrence, Kan. The church at this point has spent $245.00 in making 
improvements on the church property, beautifying the Sunday school room and 
primary department, and placing a substantial new walk around the church. 

Topeka, Kan. Our church at Topeka is installing a pipe-organ at an ex- 
pense of $1,200.00, and it is making other improvements which, when com- 
pleted, will cost at least $400.00 more. 

Peabody, Kan. The Peabody Church has installed an electric light plant 
at a cost of $275.00, and has re-painted the parsonage. 

Eureka, Kan. The Eureka Church has made improvements costing 
$210.00 and paid $135.00 of old indebtedness. 

Waterville, Kan. The Hebron Church of this pastorate made final settle- 
ment with the Board of Church Extension, and the parsonage was re-painted 
and the property improved at an expense of $75.00. 

Kansas City, Mo. During the Synodical year the Children’s Memorial 
Church spent about $800.00 in improving and beaytifying the church property. 

Abilene, Kan. The Abilene Church and parsonage have been improved 
and beautified at a cost of $1,100.00, and paid for in full. 

Atchison, Kan. Repairs costing $100.00 have been made and a mortgage 
indebtedness amounting to $795.00 has been paid in full. 

Kansas City, Mo., First Church. This church has about completed ar- 
rangements to pay its entire indebtedness of $21,000.00, and this will mean a 
new era in the history of the church. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 


The Nachusa Orphans’ Home has been established, and this Synod ought 
now to elect regular Trustees and in general state its relation to the institution. 

The Manchester and St. James Churches have been served by Rev. J. N. 
Zimmer as supply pastor during the entire year. He now finds the St. James 
Church so unpromising that he wishes to discontinue serving that point while 
continuing at Manchester. 

The President of the General Synod, Rev. E. J. Wolf, D. D., calls the at- 
tention of District Synods to a general movement against the divorce evil, and 
asks that action be taken by each District Synod placing its ministry in harmony 
with this general movement. 

At least a dozen new points have been suggested as hopeful fields for the 
work of our Church, and, since we have an encouraging number of young men 
now in the Western Seminary preparing for work, it would seem wise that 
some new method be employed to develop and prepare the promising fields for 
the workers and to occupy them for our Church. 

A re-districting of the Synod into new conference districts has been suggested 
by a number of the ministers. This might be wise, and it might also be well 
if all the General Synod congregations on our territory could be induced to 
unite with our Synod. 
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STATE OF RELIGION. 

A digest of the pastors’ Reports on State of Religion indicates, in the first 
place, that during the year attendance on public worship has been encouraging ; 
only one pastor reports one of the churches of his pastorate having a diminish- 
ing attendance, In one-half of the churches the attendance is growing. 
Communicants are generally faithful in the use of the public means of grace. 
On an average 57 per cent. of the children and youth of the church attend 
public worship, and 20 per cent. of the congregations are non-professors. 
Special services for religious awakening were held in only two of our churches. 
Only a few of our congregations do not have prayer meetings, some have two, 
and the average attendance is about 10 per cent. of the membership. 

The Sunday schools seem to be in a prosperous condition, and in thorough 
touch with our Church work. The percentage of the membership interested 
and active in this church school work varies from 10 per cent. in some of the 
larger city churches to 85 per cent. in one of the smaller town churches. All 
of our schools now are using Lutheran literature, and a large majority are edu- 
cating the children in the grace of giving. The congregations are becoming 
more systematic in the benevolent work.

He completed the work of the Freshman Class to the satisfaction of his 
professors and your committee, and he asks aid in the sum of $125.00 for the 
coming year.

Report of Directors of Nachusa Orphanage. | 

Your Provisional Directors, appointed to aid in establishing the new Orphans’ 
Home for the West, at Nachusa, III., respectfully and gratefully report that 
they have fulfilled the duty laid upon them. A meeting was held last Decem- 
ber at Dixon, III., following the grant of a charter by the State of Illinois, 
under whose laws the new institution has been founded, at which a Board of 
Directors was organized and officers elected as follows : President, Rev. M. F. 
Troxell, D. D., of the Kansas Synod ; Secretary, Rev. J. G. M. Harsh, North 
ern Illinois Synod; and Treasurer, Dr. A. I. Miller, Northern Illinois 
Synod. Other members of the Board were present from the Kansas Synod, 
the Central Illinois, and Southern Illinois Synods. Members have more re- 
cently been elected from the Nebraska and German Nebraska bodies, and the 
lowa Synod will also be represented, thus insuring the active co-operation of 
all the Synods of our territory. 

The new Home, under the name of Nachusa Lutheran Orphanage, was 
opened and dedicated with interesting services and a large attendance of friends 


— 


and visitors, Thursday, May 12th, 1904, the property having been formally — 
received by transfer from the donor, Mrs. Mary Shippert, to the Board of | 


Directors, March ist, 1904. The full control of the property and use of the 
entire building, however, will not be in command of the Board until March 


Ist, 1905, because of a lease held by a tenant, who, however, has been in sym- 


pathy with our work and co-operating as our farmer and manager in large part 


during the present year. This has, however, limited our space for the accom- 
modation of applicants, and we must patiently wait for a larger development, un- 
til we can legally secure the full use of the property for the purposes of our work. 

There have been more applications all the while since the opening than we 
have been able to receive with our limited space inthe Home. We do not fear 
for the future. Already the house has been improved by an addition to the 
original mansion, and the loca! community, county, and surrounding territory, 
as well as our District Synods, and pastors in all our territory are manifesting 
deep interest in the work. We are pleased to report that the home-finding 
idea advanced by the Kansas Synod and reported to the Directors for favorable 
action has been incorporated into the Constitution and By-Laws of the Or- 
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phanage. In several instances already this has proved valuable in the way of 
placing children under safe and responsible home care by advice and counsel 
and co-operation on the part of the officers of the new Home. At present we 
have six orphan children in the Home, and six applications are pending. 
The Home is under the immediate care of a matron of experience, both as 
teacher and nurse ; a deaconess, and a helper in household and sewing service; 
while the Secretary of the Board of Directors and the Executive Committee 
have general oversight and authority in all matters pertaining to the welfare of 
the Home. 

The donations of household goods, provisions, and necessaries of every kind 
have been generous, and the cash offerings of the opening day and of our Dis- 
trict Synods and pastorates have been sufficient to meet all demands made thus 
far in the history of the new institution. Though we are gratified to report a 
generous balance in our treasury at the present time, we must remind the 
Synod that there needs to be made provision for a certain income in order, to 
maintain the Home in its growth, which will be more rapid after March 1st 
next, when we secure possession of the entire buildings of the Home farm. 
We ask, therefore, the following, and request favorable action of the brethren : 
1. That the Synod apportion § cents per member for the Nachusa Orphan- 
age, and instruct the Apportionment Committee to include that amount in the 
regular table for 1904 and 1905. 

2. That the Synod elect two members on the regular Board of Directors of 
the new Orphanage, one to serve for one year and one for two years. 

J That the Synod request all pastors of churches and superintendents of 
our Sunday schools to call attention to the Orphanage and its blessings and its 
needs, especially on Children’s Day in June of each Synodical year.

Report of Trustees of Midland College. 

Since the last meeting of Synod great changes have taken place at Midland 
College. Many of these are known to all the members of Synod and need not 
be mentioned in this report. Suffice it to say, as to these changes in the admin- 
istration and teaching force, the new men have taken hold of the work in a 
way that has already inspired confidence, and that gives promise of a new era 
of success. 

At the annual meeting, held at the regular time in June, the fact was 
brought out that never in the history of the institution were the financial mat- 
ters of the college in such good condition. We have now a plant that at a 
moderate estimate is valued at $80,000.00, and there was at that time no in- 
debtedness except two months’ salary to the professors. 

Since the meeting of the Board the college has been put into thorough touch 
with the State school work. A course in pedagogy has been arranged that 
will entitle our graduates to State certificates to teach without examination, 
and we confidently expect that complete arrangements wil! be made at an early 
date with the State authorities to grant such certificates. 
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Midland needs nothing now so much as more students and a more hearty 
co-operation on the part of every pastor and every member of the churches on 
this territory.

Hays City has become self-sustaining during the year. Eureka wil! be self. 
sustaining after December ist, 1904. These churches have taken this step 
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while other important progress was being made. Hays City has completed its 
new church during the year and Eureka made considerable improvement on 
its church property. We hope that it may be possible for a number of our | 
missions to follow the example of Hays City and Eureka and assume self-sup- 
port within the coming year, that the Board may be relieved and that other im- 
portant fields may be occupied. There are many points now ready for our 
work, but men and means fail. 

Children’s Memorial, Kansas City, Mo. Pastor Heilman reports very en- 
couraging signs of the times in his church. He says that there has in recent 
weeks been a very marked increase in attendance and in the interest taken in 
the church by the people of the community. The congregation has passed 
through great trials, but the clouds have lifted, and the prospects are now that 
the congregation will again take its place among the strongest of the Synod. 
_Minncapolis. Removals from the city congregation of this pastorate have 
weakened the church to such an extent that they seem to feel that no pastor 
can be called for some time. The country point, however, is stronger than 
ever, and is represented by a delegate in this convention. They desire service, 
and it has been suggested that our pastor at Glasco, Kan., visit the field from 
time to time. This can only be a temporary provision, and since Minneapolis 
has a beautiful church property and a parsonage, with a few faithful families, 
it would seem a pity not to continue the work there. 

Kansas City, Kan. Our mission at this point has entered upon a new era 
in its history, having secured a beautiful church home. The work of building 
up the congregation will be much easier under the new conditions. 

St. Joseph, Mo. An excellent church spirit seems to prevail in this congre- 
gation. A prominent member of the church council told your committee that : 
the prospects are that the congregation will soon be able to assume self-sup- 
port. Rev. B. R. Lantz, who has been called to succeed Rev. M. F. Troxeil, 
D. D., expects to begin his work November Ist, 1904. | 
Bunker Hill, This church has been served for some months by Rev. Oscar 
Ostrom, who is a member of the Augustana Synod. Rev. Ostrom expects to 
resign on account of ill-health and return to California in the near future, He 
has had considerable to encourage him in his work. 

Greenleaf and Barnes. Encouraging progress has been made in this held, 
a number of new members added, and the work generally built up. 

Beloit, On a recent visit to Beloit the chairman of your committee heard 
encouraging words from both pastor and people. Several new families have 
recently located in the community that will strengthen the work. The par- 
sonage has only $200.00 of debt upon it, and it was hoped this might be can- 
celed soon. 
Garnett, Garnett has been vacant since November Ist, 1903. Commu- 
nion services were held October oth by Rev. B. F. Pugh. There is very little 
enthusiasm in the field. Prospect of calling a pastor is very poor. 

Ottawa. Ottawa has called Rev. C. W. Sifferd, D. D., and he has begun 
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his work. An increase from $84.00 to $200.00 in the aid given by the Board 
was necessary. 

Sedalia, Mo. This church will be vacant after November ist of this year. 
The pastor reports some discouragement from reruovals of important families. 
Hutchinson. This church is showing some signs of growth under the min 
istry of Rev. J. Kent Rizer. | 

Wellington. Rev. C. F. Schultz speaks encouragingly of the work in this 
field and improvements costing $350.00 have been made within the year. 
Effingham and Valley Falls. Good work has been done in this field, and 
the work is especially prosperous in Effingham. 

Oklahoma City. Rev. William Kelly has been pastor of this mission since 
January Ist, 1904. He is much encouraged, and is wel! received by his mem- 
bers.

Of the many valuable works that might with profit be placed in 
our homes we mention but two, that is, The Lutheran Commentary and 
The Latheran Cyclopedia. 

We need scarcely emphasize the importance of using our own most excel 
lent Augsburg Series of Lesson Helps in our Sunday Schools. The Lutheran 
Publication Society has met a long-felt need in issuing the Lutheran Young 
People, a weekly paper for the Sunday school. 

The plan of the Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society to form 
Mission Study Training Classes, under the guidance of the pastor, for the de- 
veloping of qualified leaders, using the literature provided by the Executive 
Committee, is most excellent. We urge our pastors to co-operate with the 
ladies in this commendable effort. 

In view of the fact that our Order of Worship for Public Service is the peer

Tribute to Rev. A, M. Geiger, D. D. 


Rev. Andrew M. Geiger, D. D., was called to his reward March 28th, 
1904, at the age of 72 years, 4 months, and 1 day. 

He was a graduate of Wittenberg College and Seminary, entering the min- 
istry in 1859. He became a member of the Kanas Synod in 1885, taking 
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charge of the church at Valley Falls, where he remained until he retired from 
the active ministry and removed to Kansas City. This was his home at the 
time of his death. . 

Dr. Geiger was a man of more than ordinary ability. He was prominent 
in educational work in Ohio and as Superintendent of Public Instruction in 
the State of lowa. He was instrumental in establishing a number of churches. 
He took a lively interest in all the work of the Church. 

After the toil of a strenuous liſe, hin- 
dered by infirmities and chastened through suffering, his confidence in the 
sure presence and support of the loving Father sustained him to the last. It 
was the writer’s privilege to minister to him as the end drew near, to grasp his 
hand in prayer, and to hear his fervent Amen. 

The workman falls, but the work goes on. We humbly recard this tribute 
to the memory of one whom God called, in the full years of his ministry, 
from service here to the joys of the rewards in the church triumphant above.

In Memoriam. 


Rev. Simon G. Knudten came to America from Germany in the fal! of 1901 
and entered the Western Theological Seminary at Atchison, Kan. He had 
previously graduated from the Theological Seminary in Breklum and desired 
to familiarize himself with the English language and methods of church work 
and customs of this Western country, that he might fulfill his heart’s ambition 
to be useful and efficient in the ministry among his own people on this terri- 
tory. He graduated from the Western Seminary in May, 1903, and located 
as pastor at Glasco, Kan. He received ordination at the hands of this Synod 
at our annual meeting in October, 1903, at St. Joseph, Mo. At the begin- 
ning of what promised to be a very successful career, the effects of pulmonary 
trouble were soon apparent. In April of the present year our brother entered 
his eternal rest after a short and courageous battle with the fatal disease. He 
had been a beneficiary of this Synod and was eager to serve the Church in 
our midst. A young man of noble missionary spirit and splendid preparation 
for his work, his faith strengthened as his bodily vigor became impaired, 
and he manifested a resignation to the heavenly Father's will that was beau- 
tiful and comforting. As the end drew near he expressed regret that the 
cherished wish of his life could not be more fully realized, but hoped that 
God and his kind friends would accept the bumble service he had tried to 
render.

Report of Committee on Sunday Schools and Young People’s Societies. 


Your committee have endeavored by personal correspondence and by exami- 
nation of reports to ascertain the condition of our Sunday schools and Young 
People’s Societies. 

We have discovered that there has been a falling off in the number of Sun- 
day schools and in the number of members of the same. Last year there 
were reported 45 schools and 3,809 members. This year there are reported 
only 40 Sunday schools and 3,658 members. But from reports we believe the _ 
standard of our schools has been raised. On an average there has been about 
3 from each Sunday school who have become communicant members of the 

We recommend : 

1. The hearty co-operation of our schools with the State and County or- 
ganized Sunday school work. 

2. The more general adoption of the special up-to-date features of progres- >. 
sive Sunday school work, such as Teachers’ Meeting, Teachers’ Training 
Class, Primary Department, Home Department, Cradle Rolls, and Decision 
Day and Rally Day. 

J. That we as pastors put forth special efforts to interest more the men of 
our Church in the Sunday school work. 

We also find that there is a decrease in the number and members of the 
Young People’s Societies. A decrease of 1 in societies and 96 in members. 
Where is the trouble? We believe this is an important auxiliary of our 
Church, and deserves the hearty encouragement on the part of pastors and lay- 


men.

The congregation at Minneapolis is discouraged, but we recommend that 
the congregations hold together and secure a pastor as soon as convenient. 

We recommend that Rev. B. F. Pugh supply at Bush City and Garnett as 
often as convenient until a regular pastor is secured. 

Moray seems to be able to care for itself. 

Vinland is weak, but holds occasional services.

Your Committee on Resolutions would submit the following : | 
1. Resolved, That we hereby call the attention once more of al! our pastors 
and people to the crying need of our Church Boards for more money to carry 
on the work now in hand, to prevent the increase of debt and for the payment 


of burdensome debts already incurred, and that we urge that every congrega- — 


tion in the Synod shall make an honest, prayerful, and persistent effort 
through the coming year to meet its apportionment, as the minimum of benevo- 

2. Resolved, That with sincere sorrow we have just heard of the affliction 
that has befallen our brother, the Rev. W. F. Poot, and his wife, in the death 
of their child. Our sympathy goes out to them in their bereavement, and we 
commend them to the love and care of the dear Lord, who said, ‘‘ Suffer the 
little children to come unto Me, for of such is the kingdom of God.”’ 

3. Resolved, That this Synod emphatically declares its belief in the sacred- 
ness of the marriage bond, and that the evils attendant on a disregard for it 
are perilous alike to the Church and the State. This Synod further desires to 
express its profound conviction that the laws of our country pertaining to 
marriage and divorce should be made to conform to the teachings of the 
Master, our Lord Jesus Christ ; and, further, that no member of this body 
should officiate at a marriage where either person has a husband or wile 
living, unless divorce was granted on Scriptural grounds, and then to the 
innocent party only. 

Wueaeas, The failure to enforce the prohibitory liquor law in many of the 
cities and towns of our State bas emboldened the law-breaking saloonkeeper 
and caused an increase in the unlawful, dangerous, and often ruinous business 
of selling intoxicating liquors ; and, 

Wuereas, The number of those who destroy body and soul, and often 
beggar their wives and children, and make their homes unspeakably wretched 
by spending their money in the joint and in the saloon is still very large; 
therefore , 

1. Resolved, That we recognize it as the duty of Christian pastors and 
people to use their influence, wherever possible, to secure the enforcement of 
the law and the closing of those places of evil. 

2. Resolved, That we believe that the most effective and abiding remedy for 
the drink evil is the formation of a strong, conscientious, and enlightened 
Christian character, making a man a law unto himself, so that he vill neither 
buy nor sell, nor in anywise profit by that which causes woe and sorrow ; and 
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that it shall be our prayerful and constant endeavor to develop such character 
and cultivate such sentiment in the Church, home, Sunday school, and 
community. 

3. Resolved, That the cordial thanks of this body be and hereby are 
extended to the pastor and members of this church, to the pastors and 
members of all the churches of this community, and to all others whose kindly 
hospitality we have received, not forgetting the choir and organist, whose ex- 
cellent music has contributed so much to the success and enjoyment of our 
meetings, and also to the newspapers that have so liberally given us the use 
of their columns, 

It is recommended that this resolution be inserted in the papers of Eureka.

President’s Address. 


My dear C- Laborers The occasion which draws us together at this time

This Synodical Society is neither very large nor strong, but it is a component 
of an organization that is both large and vigorous. In order to become a more 
potent force we must read more extensively. To learn to read is one of the 
first requirements of the school child. This acquirement is the key with which 
he unlocks the vast stores of wisdom the world contains. To learn to read is 
likewise a requisite of the Missionary Society. It were useless to expect an 
organization to live and flourish without the food upon which it must subsist. 
The active society is the one that reads and studies missionary literature. 
First, there must be knowledge of the various phases of the denominational 
work with which one is connected ; then there should be additional mforma- 
tion of the work being done by other denominations in their fields of labor. 

The truly interested missionary worker strives to master details of effort put 
forth by her own society, in order that she may intelligently co-operate in all 
the plans and methods employed in extending the Master's kingdom. The 
organization of which we are a part does not confine its labors to the home- 
land, but, as its name indicates, operates in foreign fields as well. This neces- 
sitates the study of foreign countries, people, and customs, and compels us to 
read books and magazines containing information upon these subjects. It is 
unnecessary to add that the knowledge thus gained broadens one’s views and 
creates an ardent longing to be of service to humanity. 

OUR SYNODICAL WORK. 

The reports for the past year in this society are quite encouraging. ‘l aking 

a view of the work as a whole, | think we may safely say that it is in a good 
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and prosperous condition, sot all we might dewre, of course, but stl! very 
gratifying. in some of the Auxiliary Societies increased interest in the regular 
monthly meetings and the work has been apparent throughout the year. In 
others there bas been « renewal of purpose and energy. In a few instances 
conditions are not so promising, bet these are the exception. In two of our 
societies faithful Presidents have been honored and their valuable services 
recognized by being presented with certificates of life membership in the 
General Society. 

I am delighted to be able to anticipate the Treasurer in one item, and tell 
you that a little more has been contributed this year than is required for the 
support of bed im India Hospital. I know you will al) rejoice in this infor- 
naten 

Some confusion bas existed in regard to the Thank offering and Jubilee 
Funde, some thinking that the two are to be combined. This misapprehen- 
son has been « partial cause for our failure to raise the apportionment for the 
Jubilee Fund. During the next five months, which close the fiscal year of the 
General Society, we shall have to keep this object constantly before us, and 
make strenuous efforts to bring liberal donations into this fund. 


NEW DEPARTMENTS. 


At the Executive Committee meeting, held after the St. Joseph Convennon, 
created, but some of the ladies appointed were unable to serve, which nece>- 
stated changes in all departments but that of the Thank-offering. [wo de- 
partments—the Young People’s and Band—were combined, and but one dec. 
retary appointed to oversee that work. Mrs. Helen C. Beegle was the unani- 
mous choice of the committee, and she would gladly have served had not her 
duties at Midland College compelled her to resign. Mrs. J. P. Burtis kindly 
consented to accept the office, resigning the position of Secretery of the Home 
Department in order to do so. Miss Anna Leidigh was appointed to take 
charge of the Home Department instead of Mrs. Burtis. These ladies have 
all served acceptably in their respective capacities throughout the year. 

One of the new departments is that of the Thank-offering. This has the 
superintendance of that part of the work which seeks to cultivate and arouse a 
lively appreciation of the daily blessings bestowed by the Divine Giver. The 
thank-offering, no matter how small, is the visible token of valuation placed 
upon the mercies bestowed by the hand of our heavenly Father. That it is a 
good thing to give thanks to the Lord and come before Him with thank-ofier- 
ings & exemplified in many homes by the frequent dropping of offerings into the 
little boxes provided for that purpose. By the constant use of this means of 
grace we develop a more Christ-like dependence upon the Father, and are 
spiritually strengthened. ' 
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NEW SOCTETIES. 


We have the pleasure of extending a hearty welcome to three new societies 
—one at Waterville and two at Kansas City, Kan. The two at the latter 
place belong to Trinity Church, the new mission which has been placed upon 
the roll of Woman's Missions by the General Society. The fact that this mis. 
sion is located on Kansas soi! should stimulate the members of this Synodica! 
Society to very active interest in its progress and growth. 

The General Society has often asked us for contributions to missions both 
east and west of Kansas, but this is the first opportunity they have given us to 
aid one within the bounds of this Synod. We shall now have the happy 
privilege of assisting a promising work upon our own soil, It should prove 
an inspiration to us and be a near-by object lesson which should lead to a 
higher estimate of the work of the General Society and greater fidelity on our 
part in the support of the special objects presented from time to time. 

We have some new workers with us to-day for the first time. They are new 
only in the sense of being comparative strangers to us, but not to the mission 
work of our Church—both have labored in other Synods before their removal 
to this. We extend to them a warm welcome, and express the hope that they 
may find in this part of the Master's vineyard kind friends, happy homes, and 
a wide field of usefulness. | 

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY. | 

When this Synodical Society next assembles in convention it will doubtless 
celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary of its organization. I recommend that 
plans be laid before the adjournment of this convention which shall outline the 
course to be pursued by those who shall have charge of the matter. 

I could not close this address and my work as Synodical President without 
a few words of gratitude to all my co-laborers in this Synod. While the posi- 
tion imposes many responsibilities, it is not lacking in compensations. The 
kindly co-operation of all the officers and their ready willingness to render 
assistance has lightened the burden and lessened the labor. 

In these recent years of service for this society I have found new workers 
where old friends formerly labored, but they have not been less kind and 
helpful than former associates. I am glad to have been permitted to work 
with you during the past two years and regret the severance of the pleasant 
relations which have existed. 

For my successor I bespeak the same kindly co-operation and gracious help- 
fulness that has been extended to me. I trust future years may witness 
growth and development in this society, and that harmony and sweet fellow- 
ship may continue to prevail. 

May the beneficent influences of this organization, expanding in ever-widen- 
ing circles, cheer, help, and inspire all to whom they extend.

Report of Corresponding Secretary. 

Two new societies have been formed—one a Woman's and the other a Young 
People’s. We now number in all fwenty-cight societies. 

Eight of the Woman's Societies report an increase in membership, ten a de- 
crease, two the same number, and the new society a membership of twelve. 
The increase is greater that the decrease, so, on the whole, it is not a step back 
ward. 

Ten societies report an increase in /ourna/ subscriptions, five a decrease, 
two the same, three do not report, and the new society reports three. 

The fact that three societies each can report a new life member ought to 
stimulate others to go and do likewise. 

The average attendance varies, but does not come up to the standard which we 
ought to attain. When the attendance has been so fluctuating and the increase 
of members next to nothing, you will be surprised to learn that there has been 
a decided increase in money raised. 

Now, let me urge the importance of careful and correct reports from the 
Auxiliary Corresponding Secretaries. Remember that the standing of your 
society in both the Synodical and General Society rests upon these reports 
which you render. Fill out every item according to directions printed upon 
the blanks. It is necessary that this plan be followed every quarter (not oc- 
casionally). Ascertain the exact amount of money from your Auxiliary Treas- 
urer and report the same. It gives me great pleasure this year to let the 
convention know of the progress along this line. 

The women are learning the importance of accuracy, and out of the twenty- 
one Woman’s Societies I can report eighteen as not having made a mistake the 
whole year, and let me add that these reports are coming in on time. The 
time is not far distant when the Synodical Corresponding Secretary and the 
Synodical Treasurer are not going to have to compare notes before sending 
their reports to headquarters. 

Let me ask for the sake of my successor that you bold on to an efficient Cor- 
responding Secretary. It is a mistake to let her go for the sake of passing the 
honor around. Most (I do not say all) of the most carefully prepared reports 
have come from those societies that are not changing this officer every year. 
This concludes my report. While it has been a pleasure to serve you in 
this capacity, still I gladly lay down the burden of the work, grateful to you 
for your cheerful co-operation and bespeaking similar courtesies to my suc- 


cessor.

Abstract of Mrs. Peters’ Paper. 


** Jubilee Hun. 
Is it not fitting that at the close of the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the 
Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society we should bring in this 
Silver Offering? 
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Let us turn backward just for a few moments and then count our blessings. 
Twenty-four years ago six ladies met in Lawrence in faith and prayer and 
organized the Kansas Synodical Society, and now as we reflect upon the his 
tory of these twenty-four years and think of the work we attempted for God, 
and then consider what we have accomplished, are we not led to lift up our 
hearts in gratitade and praise to Him for the part He has given us in the 
extension of His kingdom ? 

I have faith to believe that the 361 members in our Auxiliaries will at the 
close of the present biennium have paid their full quota per member and send 
our Synodical Delegate to Springfield rejoicing. 

Every Missionary Society is a nucleus of unsuspected power. Its history is 
like that of a little rill, a mere thread of silver, scarce parting the grass as it 
flows forth from the hidden spring. So tiny that a thirsty creature might 
drink it dry, still it flows on and on, cleansing and beautifying the land as it 
joins the mystic sea. 


A Synopsis of the Paper by Mrs. H. Zimmerman. 
** Increased Membership and Journal Subscriptions.” 

The fact that the membership of the Missionary Societies has not kept pace 
with the increase of the membership in the Synod is a fact that calls for faith, 
for prayer, for consecration—a fact that ought to stir to greater zea! and effort. 
We all want an increase in membership, but we must realize that that is not 
forthcoming unless, we, with God's help, bring it to pass. We must all be 
standard-bearers—active, alert, aggressive—and ready always to give a reason 
why we believe in this work. If interested and earnest, we will pray for, talk 
and work for, and give to missions. 

Journal subscriptions sustain a relation to the membership. An increase in 
the number of /Jowrna/s taken should logically result in an increase of mem- 
bership ; for does not an increase of information stimulate interest? Is it not 
worth while then to labor to place a /ourna/ in every home of the congre- 
gation ? 

Remember, then, if we are going to increase our membership and ou 
subsciptions, we must be in earnest ourselves, attend all the meetings of our 
society, do personal work among the lukewarm and indifferent, and get a 
Journal into every home, I doubt not, if we conform to these conditions, we 
shall be more than pleased with the results.

THANK-OFFERING DEPARTMENT. 

Of all the objects toward which we contribute in our Missionary Society we 
believe there is none which is looked forward to with as much pleasure as the 
thank-offering. We presume the reason for this is because of the manner in 
which these offerings are made. It has become so wel! understood among our 
women that they now expect and think it a privilege to make this annual | 
thank-offering. We feel under great obligations to the General Executive 
Committee for furnishing us with the mite boxes and services to be used in our 
public meetings, free of charge. We feel that this daily making of a small 
offering to our Master for His loving kindfess toward us has been a great 
blessing to us all. True, we have not made a much larger offering in dollars 
and cents this year than we did last, but, when we consider that with each 
penny or nickel has gone up a prayer to our heavenly Father, it means much 
more than just the gift itself. 

We do not feel that we should confine these gifts to just the members of our 
Missionary Society, but that we should aim to place our little mite boxes in as 
many of the homes as possible, that all may be blessed in making these gifts 
as well as receiving great benefits themselves. 

In looking after our work as Secretary during the year, we have written 
letters to each society urging them to appoint a Secretary in their own society. 
We have had 12 appointed. These have reported to me in regard to their 
work. The most of our societies have used the mite boxes in which to collect 
the offering. Quite a number have held public meetings, using the services 
or having a sermon preached. Some report that they never had so large an 
offering. As our services and boxes were sent out so late last year, we could 
not hope for such large results, but we think that our next thank-offering meet- 
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ing in November will show that all our societies are very much interested in 
this work and we trust the offering will be a good one. 

The total amount last year was $117.50 and this year $122.96, only 
an increase of $5.46. Eight of our societies show an increase, while six are 
not so good as last year. We have sent out the record cards to all the 
societies, but they were not generally adopted. If they were thoroughly 
understood, we think they would stimulate our giving. 

We are so forgetful of God’s benefits toward us, that these little cards would 
serve to remind us at the close of the year, or whenever we would open our 
boxes, of how many blessings are daily showered upon us. Let us give them 
a fair trial, and let us all see if we cannot make the coming thank-offering one 
which will be acceptable to our Master.

Owing to the peculiar situation, the growth of Woman’s Missionary Socie- 
ties among our German congregations in this territory will proceed slowly. 
The entering wedge has been driven. It is a season of sowing, and we must 
not grow weary of doing and praying, trusting to our heavenly Father for 
results.

Synopsis of a Paper by Mrs. William Kelly, of Oklahoma City. 
„% Home Mission Work in California.” 

I will present four reasons why the women of the Kansas and other Synods 
should interest themselves in the California work: 1. The task of establish- 
ing the Lutheran Church of the General Synod on the Pacific slope was as 
signed by the Board of Home Missions to the women of the Church, who, by 
accepting the task, obligated themselves to carry on the work in that State, 
from which work they cannot now retire without the loss of prestige, dignity, 
and self-respect. 2. We should interest ourselves in the California work be- 
cause no part of our common country is in greater need of Home Missions 
than the State whose wants we are now considering. One year ago my hus- 
band prepared a list of more than thirty cities, varying in population from three 
to thirty thousand, without a single English Lutheran Church. 3. Large 
numbers of Lutherans, Danes, Swedes, Finns, Norwegians, Germans, settled 
on the coast, are inadequately provided with religious privileges, while their 
children, accustomed to the English language, are entirely destitute of the 
means of grace as taught and practiced by the Church of their fathers. 4. 
Home Mission work in California will pay! I use the term pay not in the 
paltry and mercenary sense of dollars and dimes, though in this direction the 
statement would hold good, but in the broader and nobler sense of establish- 
ing the Church, building up the kingdom of God, winning multitudes from 
vicious courses to lives of piety and usefulness, saving souls, honoring Christ, 
and glorifying the Lord ; creating a moral and spiritual tone in numerous com- 
munities and imparting to a sovereign State of our country the blessings of a 
true Christian civilization ; in senses such as these the work in California 
will pay.

ARTICLE I.—Orricxxs. 


Section 1. The officers of this society shall consist of a President, three
